When the Moon is eclipſed, it is always at the Full, 
when the Moon is in or near the Ecliptic ; for then it 


paſſes through the ſhadow of the carth — Se the Froniiſpiece.

IX Times will the Luminaries of Heaven be eclipſed 
this Year, four times the Sun, and twice the Moon, 

The firſt will be a Solar Defect, on the 21ſt of January, 
near our three in the morning, conſequently inviſible 
to us in this part of the globe. 

The ſecond will be a total Eclipſe of the Moon, and will 
happen on Sunday the 4th of February, at a quarter paſt 
two in the afternoon ; therefore inviſible in Europe, but 
will be a very long Eclipſe in the Eaft-Indies, cc. 

The third will be an Eclipſe of the Sun, and will happen 
on Monday the 19th of February, a quarter paſt one in the 
afternoon, but inviſible to us, by feaſon of the Moon's 
paralax of latitude, which is always South in the north 
parts of the Earth.

J Mars moves round the ſun between the earth and

is but a ſmall planet, being about fix times leſs than our 
. earth, and appears of a red colour, owing (as is ſuppoſed) 
to the thickneſs of his atmoſphere, His year is near two 
of ours, and his day and night 24 hours and 40 minutes. 
To the inhabitants of this planet, our earth appears nearly 
as Venus doth to us, a bright morning or evening ſtar; 
and our moon appears to them as a ſmall ſtar about half a 
degree, or two hands breadth from the earth, like a hand- 
maid always attending it. Whether Mars hath a moon 
to attend him or not, we have not been able to determine, 
but it is very probable that he hath, fince modern diſcove- 
ries have found a moon to attend Venus. 8 l 
c The Earth. moves in its orbit round the ſun. in 365 
days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, which makes its year; and 
Ats diſtant: from the ſun $1, ooo, og of miles. Befides its 
annual revolution, it has a diurnal motion upon its axis 
from weſt, to eaſt, in 24 hours, which makes the ſun, 
Moon, and Stars, appear to move round from eaft. to 
weſt in the ſame time; this is the cauſe of Day and Night, 
and of the rifing and ſeiting of the heavenly bodies.

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" Tho' the revolution of the earth round the fun, is ex- 
actly 365 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, yet to avoid fract- 
inns, it is accounted 6 hours, which in 4 years makes a 
day, and is added to, February, thereby cauſing a leap 
year.

When the moon paſſes. be- 
tween the Sun and the Earth, it is inviſible to us, becauſe 
the ſun then thines only on that fide of it which is from us,

Mercury is a ſmall world, and neareſt to the ſun, be- 
ing diftant from him 32,000,000, and revolving round him 
in 87 days, 23 hours, and 13 minutes, being the length of 

year; but by reaſon of its vicinity to the ſun, the 
length its day cannot be determined. Tt is zo times leſs 
than the earth, and the heat there would nearly ſet our 
world on fire ; but. no doubt the nature of Mercury is fitted

Obligations between Maſters and Servants. 

Mutual confidence and a regard for each other's Intereſt ought to 
ſubſiſt between all maſters or miſtreſſes and their ſervants, which 
would bind them much firmer together, than any outward law, But 
as it 1s neceſſary to guard againſt the Depravity of human Nature, it is 
enacted, That no Servant ſhalt depart from his or her Service, before 
the Expiration of his or her Term for which he or ſhe hath contracted ; 
nor then without giving three months warning; or ſome reaſonable 
cauſe to be allowed by a Juſtice of the Peace; on pain of being com- 
mitted to p31ſon for the remainder ot the term, or 'till he or he ſhall 
* bai or, his or her Servitude; then to be releaſed without paying 

e gpal- fees. | 
, Neither ſhall a maſter or miſtreſs turn away any ſervant before the 
expiration of his or her term; nor then without a quarter's warning, 
or ſome juſt cauſe to be allowed by a Juſtice, on the forfeiture of 40s. 
If any ſervant thro” negligence or careleſſneſs, ſhall fire, or cauſe to 
be areg) an 3 or out-houſes, and be convicted thereof, 
he or ſhe Mall forfeit and pay one Hundred Pounds, or be committed 
to ſome Houſe of Correction, to hard Labour, for eighteen months. 
If a ſervant ſhall fall ſick, or be diſabled: by the — of Providence, 
during the time of his or her ſervitude, the maſter or miſtreſs may not 
put away ſuch ſervant, nor abate any part of his or her wages. 
7 Servants Wages may be recovered by a Warrant from a Juſtice of the 
cace. |

here & and one month's impriſonment, without bail or mainprize,
